The  Beacons'  5-4  record  concluded  the  program's 
most  successful  season  in  five  years  as  a  varsity  sport. 
In  1992  UMass/Boston  set  or  tied  32  team  and  36  indi- 
vidual game  and  season  records  at  the  school  as  well  as 
several  New  England,  ECAC  and  NCAA  Division  III 
marks. 

The  most  prestigious  post-season  acknowledgments 
were  reserved  for  senior  wide  receiver  Sean  Munroe, 
who  finished  the  year  with  1 ,693  yards  receiving  to  estab- 
lish an  NCAA  Division  III  single-season  record.  Munroe 
was  named  a  Champion  Division  III  First  Team  All-Amer- 
ica and  an  Associated  Press  Second  Team  Little  All- 
America,  the  Beacon's  first  All-American  in  football. 

Besides  establishing  an  NCAA  Division  III  record  for 
receiving,  Munroe  also  set  two  NCAA  Div.  Ill  single- 
game  records  with  23  receptions  for  332  yards  at  Mass- 
achusetts Maritime  while  tying  a  third  with  five  touch- 
down receptions  at  Framingham  State. 

Senior  quarterback  Steve  Austin  also  earned  several 
honors  after  completing  181  or  396  passes  for  2,991 
yards  and  29  touchdowns,  including  Associated  Press 
All-New  England  Honorable  Mention  honors.  His  2,991 
yards  passing  established  an  ECAC  Div.  Ill  season 
record  while  his  396  attempts  and  29  TDs  were  New 
England  Div.  Ill  season  records.  Austin  also  tied  two 
NCAA  Div.  Ill  single-game  records  with  eight  TD  passes, 
including  four  in  the  third  quarter,  at  Framingham  State. 

Senior  cornerback  and  captain  Rob  Ferraro,  an  honor- 
able mention  selection  to  the  Associated  Press  All-New 
England  squad,  led  one  of  the  top  secondaries  in  the 
country.  As  a  team,  UMass/Boston  compiled  a  63.26 
passing  defense  efficiency  rating,  second-best  in  NCAA 
Division  III.  Ferraro's  six  interceptions  were  tops  in  the 
secondary.    He    ended    his    four-year    career    at 


UMass/Boston  with  16  interceptions  and  223  tackles, 
good  for  first  and  second,  respectively,  on  the  school's 
all-time  lists. 

Senior  halfback  Rob  Coveno  had  a  strong  season  as 
well  for  the  Beacons.  He  was  the  squad's  top  rusher, 
gaining  434  yards  and  three  TDs  on  107  carries  while 
catching  1 6  passes  for  231  yards  and  three  more  scores. 
Freshman  kicker  John  Tully  was  solid  as  well,  converting 
21  of  30  extra  point  tries  and  handling  all  of  the  team's 
kickoffs.  On  the  line,  junior  captain  and  right  guard  Will 
Rosenberger  had  a  good  season  as  did  sophomore  left 
tackle  Joe  Glover  and  sophomore  right  tackle  Paul 
Rogers.  Freshman  Frank  Brack,  who  also  started  the 
final  five  games  as  a  defensive  end,  was  solid  as  the 
starting  center. 

Joining  Ferraro  on  defense,  sophomore  cornerback 
Paul  Burke  and  junior  free  safety  Kevin  Killoran  each 
had  four  pickoffs  in  the  defensive  backfield.  Junior 
strong  safety/linebacker  Mike  Killoran  finished  1992  with 
a  school-record  1 1 5  tackles.  Senior  tackle  John  Leonard 
was  second  with  95  tackles,  including  four  and  half  quar- 
terback sacks,  while  sophomore  Bill  Maietta  was  third 
with  88  tackles.  Maietta  also  had  two  interceptions  to  his 
credit.  Sophomore  end  Joe  Gonzalez,  the  team's  four- 
leading  tackier  with  76  stops,  paced  the  squad  with 
team-high  eights  sacks. 

UMass/Boston's  two  other  captains,  seniors  Ed  McK- 
innon  and  Scott  McCormack,  also  played  in  their  final 
game  for  the  Beacons.  McKinnon  had  10  catches  for  209 
yards  and  one  TD  as  the  starting  tight  end  and  42  tack- 
les as  a  defensive  tackle.  He  finished  his  career  with  209 
tackles  after  playing  on  the  defensive  side  of  the  ball 
exclusively  his  first  three  years.  McCormack  ended  his  ^ 
career  with  159  stops. 
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The  women's  volleyball  team,  under  the  guidance  of  first-year  Coach  Christine  Cucinatta, 
finished  1992  with  a  4-15  record.  After  struggling  early,  the  Beacons  have  come  on  strong  at 
the  end  of  the  season,  winning  two  of  its  last  three  matches  and  five  of  its  last  13. 

Sophomores  Joanna  Rugnetta  and  Desiree  Patrice  played  well  for  the  Beacons.  Rugnetta, 
a  middle  blocker  who  played  at  North  Quincy  High  School,  controlled  the  net  for 
UMass/Boston  with  numerous  blocks  on  defense  and  spikes  on  offense.  Patrice,  a  setter  and 
outside  hitter,  excelled  as  a  server  and  in  setting  up  her  teammates.  Sophomore  Liz  Morris 
came  on  strong  down  the  stretch,  playing  well  as  a  middle  hitter  and  regaining  the  serve  that 
was  her  strength  in  1991;  senior  Helen  Zgonis  gave  the  squad  strong  defense  and  was  the 
team's  most  consistent  server;  senior  Amy  Donovan  set  well  and  was  the  team's  quiet  leader 
on  the  floor;  junior  Mary  Clover  was  Donovan's  opposite  on  the  floor,  leading  the  team  with 
vocal  support,  while  developing  a  strong  spike  from  the  corners;  freshman  Lori  Puzyn 
improved  as  a  setter  after  having  little  experience  with  the  position  prior  to  coming  to 
UMass/Boston;  sophomore  Nicole  Fitzgerald  developed  a  hard  spike  shot  with  a  big  break  to 
it;  junior  Susann  Cafferty  and  freshman  Jeanie  Metivier  also  played  well  when  called  upon.

The  nnen's  soccer  team,  under  the  guidance  of  eighth- 
year  Coach  Noel  Cotterell,  concluded  its  best  season 
with  a  13-6-1  overall  record  in  1992.  In  addition,  the  Bea- 
cons posted  a  3-1-1  mark  in  the  Little  East  Conference, 
good  for  a  second-place  finish.  The  3-1  -1  record  and  sec- 
ond-place finish  are  the  school's  best-ever  in  soccer  in 
conference  play.  UMass/Boston  played  Eastern  Con- 
necticut, Oct.  31 ,  for  the  league  title,  but  a  senior-laden 
Warriors'  squad  downed  the  Beacons,  6-1 . 

UMass/Boston  also  placed  four  players  on  the  first 
team  all-conference  squad.  Sophomore  Matt  Hawk 
earned  first  team  honors  as  a  goalkeeper  while  junior  back  Joel  Valentin,  senior  midfielder  Robert  Charles  and  junior 
forward  Tom  Zgonis  were  also  first  team  selections.  Sophomore  Yeboah  Saifah  made  the  team  as  an  honorable  men- 
tion pick.  The  five  all-conference  picks  were  the  most  in  the  program's  history. 

Up  front,  Zgonis  led  the  team  in  scoring  with  16-4  —  36.  He  had  three-goal  games  in  wins  over  Framingham,  Oct. 
17,  and  Suffolk,  Oct.  10  and  scored  the  game-winner  in  a  1-0  victory  at  Salem  State.  Senior  Ramzi  Zahr,  3-1  —  7,  and 
juniors  Frank  Cacia,  Carlo  DiMascio,  2-0  —  4,  and  Joe  Cunio,  1-1  —  3,  also  contributed  offensively. 

At  midfleld,  the  Beacons  boast  two  All-New  England  candidates  in  Charles  and  sophomore  Saifah.  Charles,  a  tri- 
captain,  scored  3-8  —  14  while  Saifah  was  a  play  maker  at  midfield,  also  scoring  3-8  —  14.  Junior  Dan  Bakeberg,  5- 
2  —  12,  showed  a  great  deal  of  hustle  as  did  sophomore  Chris  DeChambeau,  1-0  —  2. 

Valentin  emerged  as  an  All-New  England  candidate  as  well  with  solid  play  in  the  middle  of  the  field.  The  crafty 
sweeper,  who  at  6'2, 195  pounds  has  the  size  of  a  linebacker,  is  dominant  on  defense,  consistently  forcing  opponents 
to  the  outside  and  away  from  the  middle.  Backs  Ralph  Scudo,  a  senior  tri-captain  with  2-0  —  4,  and  Callum  Valleli,  a 
sophomore  with  0-4  —  4,  also  played  well  on  defense. 

Senior  Pat  Gallagher  and  Hawk  Shared  the  duties  between  the  posts  in  1992.  Gallagher,  a  tri-captain,  logged  734 
minutes  in  nine  games  to  post  7-2  record,  including  four 
ishutouts.  He  has  stopped  39  of  48  shots  to  post  a  1.10 
goals  against  average.  Gallagher  led  the  Beacons  to  the 
1  -0  win  over  Salem  State  by  making  1 1  saves.  Hawk  has 
logged  1,126  minutes  in  12  games  to  post  6-4-1  record, 
including  four  shutouts.  He  has  stopped  84-100  shots  to 
post  a  1 .28  goals  against  average.  Hawk  made  a  career- 
high  17  saves  In  a  0-0  tie  with  Plymouth  State,  Oct.  13.

Wrestling 


UMass/Boston  closed  out  the  year  with  a  2-14  record  under  the  guidance  of  first-year  Coach  Jason  Dewland.  Dewland, 
a  1992  graduate  of  Boston  University,  brought  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  and  collegiate  wrestling  experience  with  him  to 
UMass/Boston.  He  captained  the  Terriers  for  two  years  and  qualified  for  the  NCAA  Division-I  National  Championships  in 
1991.  Dewland  was  also  the  New  England  Universities  Wrestling  Conference  champion  in  the  142  pound  weight  class  in 
1991  and  a  20-and-under  freestyle  Ail-American  in  1990.  On  the  mat,  several  wrestlers  performed  quite  well  for  the 
Beacons  this  season.  Senior  co-captain  Paul  Ahern  finished  1992-1993  with  a  17-4  record  in  the  177-pound  weight  class. 
He  earned  All-New  England  honors  after  placing  fourth  at  the  new  England  Championships,  Feb.  20  and  21.  Freshman 
Matt  McCabe  who  competed  in  the  190-pound  weight  class,  posted  the  second-best  record  on  the  team  at  11-8.  Junior 
co-captain  Lloyd  Lamarre,  with  an  8-14  mark  in  the  167-pound  weight  class,  also  turned  in  a  consistent  season  for  the 
Beacons,  as  did  sophomore  Paul  Rogers,  who  had  a  7-8  record  in  the  heavyweight  class.  Others  who  made  contributions 
to  the  squad  this  year  Included  senior  Jason  Murphy,  2-2  in  the  150-pound  weight  class;  sophomore  Jeff  Sullivan,  0-9  in 
the  150-pound  weight  class;  and  freshman  Sam  Berenson,  0-13  in  the  158-pound  weight  class.

The  200-yard  medley  relay  team  of  freshman  Linda  Parlon,  senior  captain  Krista  Merritt,  junior 
Dianne  Mallett  and  junior  Laura  MacNeil  led  the  Beacons  to  a  time  of  2:36.0  and  a  first  place  finish  in  the  opening  event,  boosting 
the  squad  to  the  dual-meet  win.  Parlon  also  placed  first  in  the  200-yard  individual  medley  with  a  season-best  2:40.66  and  in  the  100 
(yard  backstroke,  giving  UMass/Boston  18  more  of  its  69  total  points.  Merritt  posted  her  best  performances  in  both  the  50-  and  100- 
yard  breaststroke  at  Plymouth  State,  Dec.  5,  with  times  of  43.56  and  1 :34.84,  respectively.  Mallett,  whose  strongest  event  was  the 
100-yard  butterfly,  posted  a  season-best  in  her  final  meet  of  the  season.  She  registered  a  time  of  1 :37.06,  helping  UMass/Boston  to 
a  1 05-24  victory  over  Pine  Manor  College,  Feb.  1 3,  for  its  second  win  of  the  year.  MacNeil  had  her  best  meet  at  Westfield  State,  Jan.

)  pitched,  complete  games,  innings  pitched  and  wins.  Freshmn  catcher  Lori  Puzyn  was  solid  as  Pilarski's 
'battery  mate,  catching  82  73  of  a  possible  105  Vs  innings  and  throwing  out  five  would-be  base  stealers. 
Puzyn  had  team-highs  with  14  RBI  and  28  total  bases.  Freshman  outfielder  MaryAnne  White  led  the 
fteam  in  hitting  with  a  .433  average  while  sophomore  first  baseman  Rachel  Kennedy  came  on  strong  at 
!  the  end  of  the  season  to  post  a  .404  batting  average.  Kennedy  committed  just  two  errors  in  86  chances 
(this  season,  boosting  her  career  fielding  percentage  to  .967,  tops  on  the  all-time  list.  Freshman  out- 
fielder Denise  Geanacopoulos  also  had  a  strong  stretch  run  to  finish  third  in  hitting  with  a  .362  average. 
Geanacopoulos  led  the  team  with  five  doubles  and  tied  for  the  team  lead  with  two  triples.  She  also  drove 
in  12  runs.  Junior  Laura  McDonald  played  several  positions,  including  left  and  center  field,  third  base 
i  and  catcher,  and  finished  with  a  .333  batting  average.  Senior  captain  Kerri  Quinn,  who  has  one  year  of 
eligibility  remaining  after  playing  three  years  with  the  Beacons,  batted  .328.  She  led  the  team  with  23 
runs  scored,  a  school  record,  and  21  hits.  Quinn  ranks  among  the  top  six  in  seven  categories  on  the 
school's  career  batting  list.  Others  who  contributed  to  the  squad  included  sophomore  outfielder  Nicole 
Fitzgerald;  sophomore  second  baseman  Susann  Cafferty;  freshman  third  baseman  Allyson  Machado;

The  baseball  squad,  under  the  guidance  of  third-year  Coach  Joe  Cass,  finished 
1993  with  a  10-11-1  record,  the  best  finish  by  the  team  in  four  years  and  the  sec- 
ond-best record  in  the  program's  12-year  history.  UMass/Boston  was  buoyed  by 
solid  hitting  this  season,  with  four  regulars  batting  .342  or  better.  Sophomore  right 
fielder/second  baseman  Rich  Manning  led  the  team  with  a  .409  batting  average, 
the  highest  single-season  average  by  a  starter  since  Carl  Anderson  batted  .411  in 
1990.  Manning  also  drove  in  14  runs  and  scored  14  runs.  Freshman  left  fielder 
Michale  Whitney  was  second  in  the  squad  with  a  .395  batting  average  while  lead- 
ing the  team  in  six  offensive  categories.  Junior  catcher  Brian  Taylor  was  third  with 
a  .392  clip  and  a  team-high  seven  doubles  while  freshman  third  baseman  Dan 
Duggan  was  fourth  among  regulars  with  a  .342  earned  run  average.  The  eight 
wins  were  the  most  by  a  UMass/Boston  pitcher  in  one  season.  Cahill,  a  three-year 
member  of  the  Beacons,  is  the  school's  all-time  winningest  pitcher  and  tops  sev- 
eral other  career  lists,  including  games  pitched,  complete  games  and  innings 
pitched.  Others  who  contributed  to  the  squad  included  freshman  pitcher/fielder 
Derek  Johnson;  senior  pitcher/outfielder  Rob  Finch;  junior  pitcher  Derek  LeVang- 
ie;  freshman  pitcher  John  Commesso;  hitter  David  Cass;  junior  first  baseman 
Barry  Boudreau;  junior  shortstop  Bill  Bellew;  and  freshman  catcher  Keith  Hudson.

Lacrosse  finished  1993  with  the  best  record  in  the  program's  history  at  11-3  along  with  a  6-3  record  and  a  third  place 
ifinish  in  its  inaugural  season  in  the  Pilgrim  Lacrosse  League.  The  Beacons,  under  the  direction  of  sixth-year  Coach  Myles 
iBerry,  opened  the  season  at  6-0,  the  best  start  in  the  program's  history.  Junior  attack  man  and  tri-captain  Jamie  Mulroney 
paced  UMass/Boston  with  66  goals  and  49  assists  for  115  points.  The  66  goals  and  115  points  were  New  England  Divi- 
sion III  records  as  were  the  12  goals  he  scored  in  19-16  win  over  the  University  of  New  Haven.  Senior  midfielder  David 
Taylor  was  the  Beacons'  second-leading  scorer,  netting  58-40  —  98.  Mulroney  and  Taylor  are  first  and  second,  respec- 
tively, on  UMass/Boston's  all-time  list  in  goals,  assists  and  points.  Mulroney,  Taylor  and  freshman  defenseman  Dan 
Chouinard,  who  finished  with  1-6  —  7  this  season,  were  all  named  to  the  Pilgrim  Lacrosse  League  All-Star  Team  at  their 
respective  positions  in  1993.  Taylor  will  also  play  in  the  New  England  East-West  Senior  All-Star  Game,  May  16.  The 
game,  which  is  made  up  of  seniors  representing  schools  from  all  divisions  in  New  England,  will  be  played  at  MIT  at  3  p.m. 
Junior  Rick  Ramos,  an  attackman,  finished  third  on  the  Beacons  in  scoring  with  36-18  —  54  while  junior  attackman  Scott 
Hickey  was  fourth  with  28-13  —  41.  Hickey  netted  a  career-high  seven  goals  in  a  12-11  loss  to  Western  New  England. 
The  Beacons  also  received  steady  play  from  senior  midfielders,  a  tri-captain  who  scored  12-13  —  25,  and  Kevin  Young, 
6-4  —  10,  as  well  as  junior  defensemen  and  tri-captain  Mike  Kelsey.  Sophomore  goalie  Kevin  Fuller  stopped  208  shots 
and  set  a  season  record  by  posting  10  wins.  Others  who  contributed  to  the  squad  included  junior  midfielder  Steve 
MacKenzie;  sophomore  midfielder  Tom  Stackpole;  senior  defenseman  Ed  McKinnon;  junior  midfielder  Jason  McCall; 
sophomore  defenseman  Warren  Toland;  and  junior  goalie  Joe  Bina.
